It  is  an  ill  mind  that  divides  in  order  to  distinguish, 
and  the  number  of  different  schemes  dealt  with  in  this 
Report  must  not  blind  the  reader  to  the  fact  that  they  are 
not  independent  but  interdependent,  all  being  directed  to 
one  end  -the  better  health  and  greater  happiness  of  the 
people.  Nor  must  the  reader  fail  to  realise  that  w^hile 
medical  schemes  appear  to  predominate,  effective  con- 
tributions are  being  made  to  that  higher  standard  of  health 
and  happiness  in  other  and  less  apparent  ways. 

Sickness  excites  sympathy  ; there  is  no  one  who  at 
some  time  does  not  benefit  through  medical  knowledge, 
and  public  opinion  appreciates  all  that  is  done  for  its  cure. 
Prevention,  however,  is  better  than  cure,  and  the  mam 
path  of  prevention  will  in  future  lie  in  these  other  and 
less  apparent  ways. 

Instances  of  these  ways  are  illustrated  in  the  photo- 
graphs, viz.,  more  and  better  physical  training,  less  clothing 
allowing  more  sun  and  air  to  reach  the  surface  of  the  body, 
and  better  ways  of  handling  children. 

They  do  not,  however,  make  up  for  improper  feeding, 
for  food  which,  although  sufficient  oi'  more  than  sufficient 
in  quantity  is  deficient  in  the  mineral  or  vitamin  constitu- 
ents es,sential  foi  health. 

In  the  case  of  .school  children,  school  milk  schemes 
form  a valuable  supplement  to  hfune  diets,  and  may  in 
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some  measure  compensate  for  deficiencies.  It  is  accord- 
ingly regrettable  that  so  far  it  has  not  been  found  |H)ssible 
to  introduce  such  a scheme  here,  but  the  main  value 
of  milk  could  be  replaced  by  soup  or  broth,  and  there  seems 
no  reason  why  the  old  custom  of  providing  soup  for  school 
children  at  midday  should  not  be  revived.  Farmers  and 
others  at  one  time  gave  potatoes  and  vegetables  as  gifts, 
and  either  the  senior  girls  or  a woman  paid  for  the  purpo.se 
prepared  them.  The  soup  or  broth  provided  a hot  meal 
particularly  acceptable  in  cold  and  raw  weather,  minerals 
and  vitamins  for  children  whose  home  fare  was  deficient  in 
these  respects,  and  in  these  days  it  would  help  to  keep  alive 
a liking  for,  or  at  least  a knowledge  of,  simple  fare  in  many 
children  whose  tastes  are  vitiated  by  excessive  indulgence 
in  sweets  at  the  outset  of  their  lives. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  those  teachers  who  still  continue 
provision  of  this  meal  which,  however,  should  receive  the 
definite  encouragement  of  the  Education  Committee  and 
be  made  the  rule,  particularly  in  view  of  the  numbers  of 
children  who  travel  to  school  and  the  probability  that  in 
the  future  their  numbers  will  be  increased. 

As  regards  home  feeding,  the  difficulty  is  to  con\dnce 
parents  and  particularly  mothers,  with  small  incomes  to 
work  on,  how  they  might  effect  improvement,  and  the  task 
is  none  the  less  easy  since  any  change  must  be  made  from 
settled  habits.  An  attempt  to  this  end  was  made  during 
the  year  by  the  issue  of  a short  leaflet  addressed  to  fathers 
and  mothers,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  its  i.ssue 
was  worth  while. 

It  is,  however,  difficult  to  explain  the  principles  of 
feeding  or  nutrition,  or  indeed,  of  any  of  the  elementary 
principles  of  right  living,  because  so  verv  few  are  in  posses- 
sion of  even  the  most  elementary  facts  concerning  them- 
selves, but  now  that  an  additional  year  is  to  be  added  to 
school  life,  I trust  that  whatever  is  taught  will  include  some 
knowledge  of  these  unknown  individuals.  There  is  no 
single  factor  which  handicaps  ])ublic  health  progress  so 
much  as  that  ignorance.  Pro])aganda,  no  matter  how  good 
the  cause,  makes  an  unsatisfactory  sidistitute  for  knowledge.

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Apart  from  the  possibilities  of  the  schools,  valuable 
service  is  also  being  given  by  the  Women’s  Rural  Institutes, 
and  now  that  the  Public  Health  Department  possesses  a 
lantern  I hope  the  secretaries  of  the  various  branches 
will  not  hesitate  to  ask  for  lantern  talks. 

As  a matter  of  fact  the  key  position  to  the  whole  health 
situation  is  held  by  the  women.  Not  only  is  the  health  of 
the  child  determined  in  largest  measure  by  the  health  of 
his  mother  when  expectant,  but  in  pre-school  and  school 
life  their  active  and  knowledgeable  co-operation  are  in- 
dispensable if  success  is  to  be  achieved  in  any  schemes  at  all. 

The  sersdces  of  the  School  Dental  Scheme,  for  instance, 
which  ought  to  be  a scheme  for  reducing  the  incidence  of 
dental  disease,  and  not  merely  one  for  extractions  or  fillings, 
depends  in  the  first  place  upon  how  the  mother  lives  and 
feeds  before  and  after  her  confinement ; on  how  she  feeds 
and  clothes  her  children,  and  on  her  own  experience  of  a 
clean  mouth,  for  if  she  herself  does  not  know  what  that  is, 
she  is  not  likely  to  go  to  much  trouble  to  see  that  her 
children  do.  All  of  those  points  form  good  instances  of 
the  interdependence  mentioned  at  the  beginning  of  the 
section. 

t trust  these  paragraphs  will  be  accepted  as  an  acknow- 
ledge lent  by  those  teachers,  rural  institute  workers  and 
otheis,  to  whose  enlightment  and  services  ])ublic  health  is 
commencing  to  owe  an  increasing  debt.

For  the  second  year  in  succession,  the  deaths  for  the 
year  have  exceeded  the  births.  The  significance  of  this 
excess  of  deaths  will  be  appreciated  by  referring  to  the 
figures  from  1871  given  in  the  last  table.  In  that  year 
there  w'ere  522  more  births  than  deaths,  and  although  imtil 
1935  there  was  uivaiiably  an  excess,  ui  spite  of  this  natural 
increa.se  the  population  Hgures,  instead  of  showing  an 
increase,  revealed  a steady  decrease  which,  as  the  census 
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returns  show,  was  caused  by  the  drift  of  j>eople  away  from 
the  County  and,  during  the  war  years,  by  deaths  in  the  war. 

As  a matter  of  fact  the  census  re]iorts  for  the  four 
censuses  from  1901  to  1931  showed  that  in  these  thirty 
years*  no  fewer  than  8,558  people  were  lost  to  the  county  ; 
nearly  one-third  of  its  present  population.  Much  the 
largest  proportion  of  these  emigi’ants  were  of  the  repro- 
ductive ages  or  were  young  people,  vdth  the  result  that, 
between  their  loss  as  parents  and  the  already  declining 
birth-rate,  we  have  now  reached  a point  at  which  there  are 
not  sufficient  births  to  replace  those  dying. 

The  immediate  effect,  of  course,  is  a dearth  of  voimg 
children  who,  in  the  immediate  future,  will  continue  to 
decrease  in  number. 

The  school  population  for  1936,  for  instance,  3,682,  is 
drawn  from  the  sum  of  births  in  years  1923-1931,  4,041  in 
number,  less  natural  loss  and  effects  of  migration  ; the 
school  population  five  years  after  this,  in  1941,  depending 
on  births  for  years  1928-1936,  has  only  3,322  births  from 
which  to  draw,  719  less.  (See  colunms  3 and  5). 

In  the  case  of  the  more  remote  future  it  should  be 
realised  that  these  children  are  the  fathers  and  mothers 
of  the  future,  so  that  even  though  the  birth-rate  was  to 
undergo  some  increase,  the  result  in  actual  births  may  still 
be  disappointing. 

What  this  means  to  the  County  should  be  clearly 
understood.

The  hou.sing  prograniine  fni‘  llie  year.s  1934-38  estimated 
that  in  the  landward  area,  111  houses  would  require  to  be 
built  to  replace  unfit  houses  ; 23  houses  to  provide  for 
decrowding  and  two  for  other  reasons-  13(i  houses  in  all. 

The  following  table  will  be  of  iutere.st  as  showing  the

The  total  number  of  occupied  piivate  Jiouses  at  the 
1931  Census  was  7,138,  .so  that  almost  one-fifth  of  the  total 
number  of  houses  in  the  County  have  either  been  recon- 
.structed  or  built  new  since  1919. 

(h)  Actum  to  (leal  v;ith  D(‘fectire  <rr  Un  inhabit  able  Houses. 

During  the  yeai'  I represented  41  houses  under  Section 
10  of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1930,  as  being  unfit  for 
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human  habitation  and  not  capable  at  a reasonable  ex})ense 
of  being  rendered  fit.  Action  was  taken  by  the  Local 
Authority  in  every  case. 

The  standards  taken  are  tho.se  jjublished  bv  the 
Department  of  Health  in  their  memorandum  of  26th 
December,  1934. 

Of  these  houses  represented,  the  principal  major 
defects  were  excessive  dampne.ss,  inadequate  lighting  and 
ventilation,  no  indoor  water  supply,  insufficient  drainage 
and  defective  sanitary  accommodation. 

(c)  Clearance  or  Redevelopmenl  Areas  under  the  Housing

FOOD  SUPPLY. 

1.— MILK— ADMINISTRATION  OF  ACTS,  ORDERS  AND 
REGULATIONS. 

[a)  During  the  year  eight  samples  of  graded  milk  were 
sent  01  taken  to  Ldinburgh  for  bacteriological  e.xamin- 
ation  ; four  were  sanqiles  of  ungraded  milk  and  four  were 
8ani])les  of  certihed  milk. 

In  the  ca,se  of  the  ceitified  milk  samples  the  bacterial 
counLs  vaiied  from  1,120  to  4,180  ]>er  cubic  centimetre. 
Ao  B.  coli  were  ])iesent  in  any  .s])ecimen. 
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Of  the  four  samples  of  ungraded  milk,  in  three  samjdes 
bacterial  counts  varied  from  22,800  to  25,800,  and  the 
number  of  organisms  in  the  fourth  was  uncountable. 

(6)  No  milk  is  consigned  from  other  areas  to  Berwick- 
shire. 

(c)  The  only  measures  for  the  detection  of  dirty  milk 
are  those  given  in  paragraph  («). 

(d)  There  was  no  outbreak  of  disease  attributable  to 
milk  or  milk  products  except  in  the  usual  notifications  of 
tuberculous  disea.se. 

(e)  From  Lst  October,  1936,  various  changes  were 
made  in  the  nomenclature  of  designated  or  graded  milks. 

The  only  grade  unchanged  in  name  was  that  of  the 
highest  grade,  viz.,  “ Certified.” 

“ Tuberculin  Tested  ” took  the  place  of  “ Orade  A 
Tuberculin  Te.sted  ” (Orade  A,  T.T.). 

“ Standard  ” took  the  place  of  “ Orade  A,”  and  a new 
gi-ade  has  been  added,  viz.,  “ Bastenrised.” 

The  general  public  here  are  for  the  most  part  not 
interested  in  names.  At  3d.  per  pint,  iTiany  mothers  with 
families  hesitate  to  buy  as  much  of  even  ordinary  milk  as 
they  should,*  and  look  on  graded  milk  with  its  higher 
price  as  an  unnecessary  luxury,  which  is  unfortunate,  as 
certified  milk  is  the  only  raw  milk  which  is  so  produced  as 
to  be  both  clean  and  .safe,  and  is  used  in  the  County 
Hospital  and  all  Council  schemes  of  distribution,  whenever 
available. 

Con.sequently,  milk  grading  made  no  progress,  the  only 
producers  still  being  Messrs.  Calder  of  Bogend,  and  Cookson 
of  Renton  Barns. 

Another  factor  hindering  the  progress  of  milk  grading 
is  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Ainsworth  VVfil.son  in  his  report,  viz., 
the  non-exi.stence  of  buildings  for  the  temporary  housing 
of  reactors  in  the  case  of  smallholders,  which  means  that 

*In  the  milk  eonHumption  enfjuiry  that  was  made  two  years  ago. 
the  average  eonsumption  over  the  County  wa.s  only  0.4.‘t  pints  j)er  head 
per  day,  an  average  whieh  fell  in  the  Burgh  of  Kyemouth  to  0.28  pints 
per  head  per  rlay. 
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any  of  them  desirous  of  going  in  for  a tubercle  free  herd 
must  immediately  sell  his  reactors  at  a jnobable  loss  in 
the  open  market— and  in  any  case  it  is  a reacting  cow  that 
is  being  sold. 

2.— MEAT. 

Measures  of  supervision  over  the  meat  supply  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  acting  as  Detention  Officers  were 
again  in  force. 

I have  again  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Eyemouth 
Town  Council,  the  undesirability  of  the  two  slaughter- 
houses situated  in  the  Burgh.  I had  suggested  that  the 
three  butchers  concentrate  at  the  slaughterhouse  without 
the  Burgh  boundaries  at  Gunsgreen. 

.3.— MISCELLANEOUS. 

Of  eight  samples  of  ice  cream  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination,  two  (from  the  same  shopkeeper)  had  200,000 
and  250,000  bacteria  per  cubic  centimetre.  Of  the  others, 
three  varied  from  3,500,000  to  5,000,000  per  cubic  centi- 
metre, and  three  from  20,000,000  to  85,000,000  bacteria 
per  cubic  centimetre.  It  is  obvious  from  the  latter  results 
that  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  requires  to  be  much 
more  stringently  super^^sed. 

It  has  not  yet  been  found  possible  mider  the  Milk  in 
Schools  Scheme  to  supply  milk  to  school  children.  The 
Education  Committee  were  willing  to  do  so,  and  I was 
willing  to  sanction  any  supply  of  milk  from  cows  that  were 
tuberculin  tested  and  the  herd  run  on  the  same  lines  as  a 
certified  herd,  but  out  of  111  registered  and  355  non- 
registered  producers  in  the  County  (of  whom  only  two  were 
licensed  producers  of  certified  milk,  and  only  four  had  herds 
which  were  tubercle  tested)  no  one  was  willing  to  undertake 
even  a part  siqiply,  while  the  Education  Committee  were 
unwilling  to  accept  su]q)lies  of  bulked  milk  from  other 
parts  of  Scotland,  and  even  if  such  bulked  supplies  had  been 
acceptable,  the  only  distribvitor  in  the  County  who  was 
capable  'tf  handling  such  bulked  supplies  declined  to  do  so. 
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Tlie  luiwilliiigness  of  the  distributor  to  undertake 
distribution  is  understandable.  Had  even  two-thirds  of 
the  school  children  on  the  roll  in  Berwickshire  been  wilhng 
to  participate  in  the  milk  scheme  he  wmuld  have  required 
to  collect  the  bulked  milk  at  a railway  station  four  miles 
distant  from  his  daily,  and  distribute  it  to  50  schools  in 
an  area  of  nearly  500  s(juare  miles,  which  would  have 
required  tw'o  cars  running  nearly  200  miles  per  day.  For 
the  handling,  delivery  and  other  charges,  such  as  sterili- 
zation of  bottles  and  breakages  in  connection  with  this 
supply  of  milk,  the  distributor  wmuld  have  received  the 
same  remuneration  as  in  a compact  burgh  with  the  same 
number  of  children  in  possibly  only  three  schools. 

Xo  instructions,  propaganda  or  other  such  means, 
beyond  w'hat  the  Health  Visitors  are  able  to  imdertake, 
with  regard  to  further  knowledge  of  nutrition  are  so  far 
available,  but  during  the  year  a leaflet  including  inform- 
ation on  that  subject  w^as  issued  to  parents.  Reference  to 
this  has  already  been  made,  and  what  further  steps  I 
recommend  should  be  taken,  particularly  by  the  Education 
Committee.

PROVISION  OF  FOOD  AND  .AFILK. 

During  the  year  27  famihes  comprising  6 expectant  or 
nursing  mothers,  and  45  children  under  the  age  of  5 years, 
received  food  and  milk  ; 17  being  resident  in  Evemouth  ; 
3 in  the  West  District ; 5 in  the  Middle  District ; and  2 in 
the  East  District. 

HOSPITAL  TREATMENT  AND  FACILITIES. 

6 children  were  examined  by  Dr.  Svm.  Oculist,  who 
treated  by  ordering  glasses  or  otherwse. 

4 cliildren  w^ere  examined  by  Mr.  Lithgow,  A\iral 
Surgeon,  of  whom  2 were  removed  to  the  Roval  Infirmary 
for  adenoid  operation. 

36  cases  were  sent  to  Edinburgh  ; one  being  sent  to 
the  Royal  Hospital  for  Sick  Children  for  umbilical  hernia  ; 
two  chi.dren  to  the  Royal  Infirmary  for  adenoid  o])eration  ; 
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five  cases  to  the  Elsie  Inglis  Hospital,  three  being  mothers 
for  confinement  (one  of  whom  was  afterwards  transferred 
to  Bruntsfield  Hospital)  ; one  for  eclamptic  fits  and  one  for 
diagnosis  re  pregnancy  ; ten  cases  to  the  Royal  Maternity 
Hospital,  two  being  mothers  for  confinement,  one  for  pre- 
eclamptic toxaemia,  one  for  hyperemesis,  one  for  hysterect- 
omy, two  for  albuminuria,  one  for  oedema  of  legs,  one  for 
miscarriage,  and  one  for  caesarian  section  ; four  cases  to 
the  City  Fever  Hospital,  one  for  puerperal  pyrexia  and 
three  for  puerperal  fever ; three  cases  to  the  Western 
General  Hospital,  one  for  abortion,  one  for  prolapse  of 
uterus  and  one  for  termination  of  pregnancy,  which  was 
not  carried  out ; ten  cases  to  the  Princess  Margaret  Rose 
Hospital  for  deformities,  one  of  whom  was  afterwards 
transferred  to  Lauder  Road  Home  ; one  child  to  Lauder 
Road  Home  for  deformity. 

In  the  County  Hospital,  Gordon,  were  treated  ten 
cases,  one  for  croup,  one  for  deformity,  seven  for  mal- 
nutrition, one  for  broncho  pneumonia,  while  three  others 
received  a continuation  of  their  treatment  in  Edinburgh. 

One  mother  was  sent  to  the  Berwickshire  Nursing 
A.ssociation  Home  for  her  confinement  as  her  home  con- 
ditions were  unsuitable. 


SCHOOL  HEALTH  SCHEME. 

The  number  of  schools  under  medical  supervision  was 
50,  with  3,682  children  on  the  register,  and  an  average 
attendance  of  3,407. 

73  visits  to  schools  were  paid  for  the  ])ui’pose  of 
systematic  examination,  ami,  iji  addition,  35  sj)ecial  visits. 

The  two  whole  time  health  visitors  (who  also  undertake 
public  health,  tuberculosis  and  child  welfare  duties)  paid 
283  visits  to  schools,  examined  594  childi'en  for  cleanliness, 
infectious  or  contagious  diseases,  paid  103  home  visits  m 
connection  with  these  (juactically  all  verminous,  dirty  or 
neglected  children),  while  they  paid  236  visits  for  other 
rea.s()ns,  i.e.,  in  following  up  cases  of  reixjiled  defect  or  in 
coimection  with  the  escorting  of  children  to  hosjrital.

No  scliools  or  classes  exist  in  the  county  for  physically 
defective,  mentally  defective,  backward,  blind  and  partially 
blind,  or  deaf  and  deaf  mute  children. 

hen  children  included  in  these  categories  require 
special  education  and  care  they  must  be  sent  to  one  of  the 
specialised  institutions  elsewhere. 

In  1936  one  child  was  receiving  education  m Larbert 
Institution  ; one  child  in  the  school  attached  to  the  Royal 
Blind  Asylum,  Edinburgh,  and  one  in  the  Deaf  and  Dumb 
Institution,  Edinburgh. 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

Defective  Vision.  In  1936,  93  children  were  exammed 
by  Dr.  >Sym,  the  Council’s  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  and 
spectacles  or  drug  treatment  prescribed  as  required. 

Ear,  Throat  and  Nose. — In  1936,  185  children  were 
exammed  by  Mr.  Lithgow,  Aural  Surgeon,  and  77  children 
were  taken  to  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Edinburgh,  by  the 
Health  ^ isitors,  on  behalf  of  their  parents,  for  removal  of 
adenoids  with  or  without  removal  of  tonsils. 

Defective  Teeth.  1,744  children  were  intimated  to 
their  parents  as  requiring  dental  attention.  Out  of  969 
who  accepted  treatment,  941  were  treated  by  the  dental 
surgeon.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY  RESULTS  OF 
EXAMINATION. 

During  the  year  108  specimens  were  sent  for  examina- 
tion to  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians’  Laboratorv  and  the 
Royal  (Dick)  Veterinary  College,  Edinburgh. 

Forty-three  samples  were  examined  for  tubercle 
bacilli,  of  which  tubercle  bacilli  were  present  in  eight. 

Thirty-six  nose  or  throat  swabs  showed  diphtheria 
bacilli  in  five,  diphtheroids  in  one,  haemolytic  streptococci 
in  six,  and  staphylococci  in  two. 

From  four  specimens  of  faeces,  paratyphoid  B was 
isolated  in  three,  and  in  the  foui’th  a great  exces.s  of  strept- 
ococci was  foimd. 

Of  six  specimens  of  blood,  one  reacted  to  paraty])hoid 
B,  one  was  a negative  Wassermann.  and  four  were  negative. 

Of  three  general  specimens,  two  of  pus  showed 
streptococci  in  one,  and  staphylococci  in  the  other,  and  the 
third  of  plueritic  effusion  was  negative.

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  long  or 
lungs  notified  during  the  year  is  the  second  lowest  yet 
recorded  , that  of  tuberculosis  of  other  parts  of  the  body 
is  the  lowest. 


Patients  with  lung  or  pulmonary  tuberculosis  known 
to  be  resident  in  the  comity  numbered  33,  as  against  118 
in  1922. 

While  these  figures  are  very  satisfactory,  it  must  not 
be  forgotten  that  cases  notified  are  only  those  whose  natural 
defences  have  been  overwhelmed  by  the  massiveness  of 
the  do.se  of  tubercle  bacilli,  or  whose  resistance  has  been  so 
lowered  by  such  conditions  as  jmeunionia,  jileurisy,  poison- 
ing from  decayed  teeth,  or  just  bad  feeding,  that  they  are 
unable  to  cope  with  an  invasion  of  tubercle  bacilli  which 
otherwise  they  would  have  been  well  able  to  keep  in  check. 

That  is  to  .say,  there  must  be  others  in  the  county  who 
are  infected  with  tubercle  bacilli  although  showing  no 
obvious  signs  of  the  di.sease  but  who,  if  their  i-esistance  falls, 
may  become  victims.

The  Public  Health  Committee  has  gone  a long  way  in 
eliminating  possibihties  of  massive  lung  infection  by  such 
measures  as  isolation  of  infectious  cases,  examination  of 
contacts  and  x-ray  examination  to  secure  earlier  detection 
of  slight  departures  from  normality.  The  possibilities 
also  of  massive  milk  infection  which  particularly  affect 
abdomen,  joints  and  glands,  has  at  the  same  time  been 
reduced  by  more  stringent  veterinary  inspection  of  cattle, 
and  elimination  of  cattle  which  themselves  are  the 
victims  of  tuberculous  disease. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  are,  however,  not  in 
such  a favourable  position  to  increase  general  resistance 
as  are  the  Education  Committee. 

School  meals,  provision  of  milk,  dental  propaganda, 
and  the  availability  of  the  school  dental  schemes  for  mothers 
will,  therefore,  now  do  more  to  reduce  further  the  incidence 
of  tuberculosis  than  the  extension  of  such  means  as  are 
at  the  Public  Health  Committee’s  disposal. 


PREVENTION  AND  TREATMENT  OF  VENEREAL 

DISEASE. 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  venereal 
disease  are  provided  by  arrangement  with  the  Corporation 
of  Edinburgh.  Patients,  whether  men,  women,  or  children, 
are  sent  to  the  appropriate  hospital,  and,  if  necessiiry,  their 
travelling  expenses  are  paid. 

In  some  cases  the  requirements  can  be  served  by  weekly 
visits  to  the  hospital,  but,  in  an  mcreasing  proportion  of 
the  cases,  satisfactory  treatment  can  only  be  carried  out 
in  an  Edinburgh  uistitution. 

’J'he  number  of  patients  treated  vmder  the  scheme  was 
18,  but  tJiese  figures  give  no  indication  of  the  total  number 
of  venereal  cases  in  the  county,  as  venereal  disease  is  not 
notifiable. 
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Treatment  is  confidential  ; patients’  names  are  not 
divulged,  travelling  expenses  being  paid  on  receipt  of  an 
attendance  certificate  from  the  clinic  concerned,  on  which  a 
serial  letter  and  number  are  given  instead  of  the  name. 


DIABETES— PROVISION  OF  INSULIN. 

Insured  persons  are  entitled  to  a supply  of  Insulin  from 
the  Insurance  Committee,  whilst  those  who  do  not  come 
vythin  the  pur\dew  of  that  Authority  are  dealt  with  by  the 
County  Council  under  the  Public  Health  (Amendment) 
Act,  192.5. 

The  County  Council  Scheme  makes  provision  for  the 
free  supply  of  Insulin  to  persons  suffering  from  Diabetes, 
who  are  deemed  to  be  necessitous,  and  to  others  at  actual 
cost,  when  their  circum.stances  justify  this. 

Dimng  the  year  9 persons  received  supplies  free  of  cost. 


BLIND  PERSONS. 

Under  the  provisions  made  by  the  Blind  Persons  Act 
of  1920,  the  County  Council  must  keep  a Register  of  Blind 
Persons  resident  in  the  County,  admission  to  which  Register 
is  only  given  on  certification  by  an  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  and 
prepare  a scheme  for  the  exercise  of  their  powers  under  the 
Act.  The  scheme  provides,  inter  alia,  that  the  Council 
utilises,  as  far  as  possible,  the  existing  apj)roved  voluntary 
agencies,  and,  in  particular,  the  Royal  Blind  Asylum  and 
School,  Edinburgh,  and  the  Edinburgh  and  South-East  of 
Scotland  Society  for  Teaching  the  Blind  to  Bead  at  their 
Own  Homes. 

The  number  of  persons  on  the  Blind  Roll  at  1st  .lan- 
uary,  19.16,  was  29  ; 3 new  cases  were  added  during  the  year 
and  2 died.

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BURGH  REPORTS. 

BI^RGH  OF  COLDSTRP:aM. 

The  po])ulation,  as  estimated  l)v  the  Remstrar-Oeneial 
was  1,224.  ’ 

No  special  remarks  fall  to  he  made.  All  the  sanitary 
ser^aces  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  no  difficulty 
was  experienced. 

There  are  no  Offensive  Trades  in  the  Burgh. 

Since  1st  January,  1930,  altogether  35  houses  have 
been  represented  to  the  Town  Council,  either  under  Section 
14  or  16  of  the  1930  Act,  and  70  houses  have  been  built 
pnvately  or  by  the  To\to  Comicil  with  the  aid  of  subsidies. 

The  public  slaughterhouse  is  maintained  in  good 
condition. 

BTTIGH  OF  DUNS. 

The  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General 
was  1 ,846.  ’ 

No  housing  or  other  enquiries  were  cai'ried  out  during 
the  year. 

The  sewage  purification  scheme,  however,  requires 
attention.  The  .sewage  passes  through  two  sedimentation 
tanks  to  an  irrigation  field  about  half-a-mile  away.  The 
overflow,  however,  passes  into  a small  stream  and  creates 
un.satisfactory  conditions  along  its  bed  and  in  the  mill 
ponds  at  Grumstane  and  W'edflerburn  iVIains. 

BURGH  OF  KVFMOUTH. 

The  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General, 
was  2,286. 

The  town  is  an  old  town,  and  despite  all  that  has  been 
done  by  the  Town  Council  mucJi  of  it  shows  the  pa.s.sage 
of  time. 
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Although,  for  instance,  in  the  last  16  years,  128  houses 
have  been  built  privately  or  with  the  aid  of  subsidies,  there 
still  remains  a shortage  of  approximately  100  houses,  and 
many  of  the  houses  they  are  required  to  replace  are  very 
bad  indeed,  so  bad  that  13  complaints  by  householders  were 
made  direct  to  myself.  Of  these  13,  4 have  .since  been 
closed.  Of  the  other  houses,  one  consisted  of  a single  room 
in  which  lived  six  people  and  which  had  to  sers'^e  for  all 
purposes,  including  that  of  washhouse,  coalhou.se  and 
lavatory. 

The  drainage  scheme  of  the  Burgh  also  requires 
overhaul,  while  the  water  su]3]jly  will  soon  require  aug- 
mentation. 

During  the  year  I again  objected  to  renewal  of  the 
slaughterhouse  licences  and  stated  that  quite  apart  from 
any  technical  objection,  the  position  of  the  slaughterhouse 
occupied  by  Mr.  W.  D.  Wood  made  it  a nuisance  to  neigh- 
bours, and  suggested  that  the  three  butchers  should  combine 
for  the  joint  use  of  the  slaughterhouse  at  Gunsgreen. 

BURGH  OF  LAUDP]R. 

The  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General, 
was  627. 

No  outstanding  features  call  for  comment  and  no 
sanitary  action  required  to  be  taken  during  the  vear.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Special  Water  Supply  Districts  are  as  follows:— 
East  District  : Ayton,  Burnmoiith,  Chirnside,  Cockburns- 
path,  Coldingham,  Grantshouse,  Reston  and  St.  Abbs; 
Middle  District:  Greenlaw,  Langton,  Leitholin  and  Long- 
formacus ; West  District  : Earlston,  Gordon,  Oxton, 
Rerlpath  and  Westruther. 


Ayton.  -A  shortage  was  experienced  during  the  year 
on  the  high  level  supply.  The  Local  Committee  are  of 
opinion  that  this  is  due  to  air  locks  in  the  pipe  line.  This 
matter  is  being  investigated. 

Burnmouth.  -No  shortage  was  experienced.  The 
supply  south  of  the  I'ailway  which  was  taken  to  Cowdrait 
area  last  year  is  at  times  discoloured.  Idiis  matter  is  to  be 
investigated  and  steps  taken  to  get  at  the  root  of  the 
trouble. 

Chirnside.  Certain  works  of  improvement  were  carried 
out  at  the  Springs  during  the  year.  It  was  found  that  the 
spnngs  originally  confined  withm  a steel  caisou  were  burst- 
ing out  into  the  bed  of  a near  hand  stream  at  a lower  level. 
To  overcome  this  the  stream  was  diverted  and  a retaining 
wall  built  along  the  danger  .side  of  the  springs.  'This  work 
proved  very  .satisfactory  and  the  available  yield  of  the 

springs  increa.sed  from  35, 520  gallons  to  72,000  gallons 
flaily. 

Cockburnspath  and  Cove.  This  area  is  now  well  sei'ved 
with  an  abundant  supply  of  water  for  all  |)urpo.ses. 

Coldingham.  The  supply  continued  ])lentifnl  through- 
out the  year.  It  was  found  that  the  .source  of  supply  was 
being  contaminated  from  a well  on  the  south  side  of  the 
8t.  Andrew’s  Burn,  whenever  there  was  a Ki-inch  rise  in 


the  stream  level.  Steps  were  taken  to  exclude  the  flood 
waters  from  the- well  in  question,  and  no  further  discoloura- 
tion has  been  seen. 

Grantshouse. — A fracture  in  the  water  main  was  found 
towards  the  end  of  the  summer  and  was  responsible  for  the 
water  being  short  in  the  village  for  some  weeks.  The 
efficiency  of  the  ram  is  still  doubtful  and  the  fact  that  there 
seems  to  be  a leak  in  the  drive  pipe  may  account  for  this. 
The  matter  is  being  investigated.  Some  minor  repairs  are 
also  to  be  carried  out  on  the  drive  well. 

Reston. — It  is  proposed  to  acquire  water  from  the 
Heughhead  Springs  and  the  scheme  is  under  consideration 
by  a Special  Committee  of  the  East  District  Coimcil. 
Schemes  have  been  prepared  but  in  view  of  the  resulting 
costs  and  opposition  from  a section  of  the  villagers,  no 
definite  scheme  has  yet  been  adopted. 

St.  Abbs. — Messrs.  Leslie  & Reid  were  consulted  and 
reported  on  two  schemes  which  would  meet  the  needs  of 
this  District.  A reservoir  scheme  was  considered  by  St. 
Abbs  Water  Committee  and  was  approved.  The  water  to 
be  impounded  is  the  overfiow  from  the  existing  springs 
which  is  considerable  during  the  vdnter  months.  Mean- 
time trial  pits  are  being  put  down  to  ascertain  the  nature 
of  sub-soil. 

Allanton. — The  Village  Committee  have  now  decided 
against  the  formation  of  a Special  Water  District,  and  it  is 
proposed  to  raise  funds  by  local  effort.  A new  tank  is  to 
be  provided  and  the  serffice  main  extended  as  soon  as  the 
money  is  available. 

Greenlaw. — This  supply  fell  short  of  the  requirements 
during  the  period  from  31st  August  to  14th  November. 
Augmentation  from  the  Snaw  Burn  and  other  sources  has 
been  under  consideration.  It  is  evident,  however,  that 
storage  is  required  and  the  Special  District  Committee  now 
recommend  that  provided  costs  are  reasonable  a resersmir 
should  be  formed.  There  is  an  abundance  of  excellent 
water  at  the  Moor  Field  Springs  on  Greenlaw  Dean  Farm 
running  to  waste  during  9 months  of  the  year. 
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Langton.  The  supply  appeared  to  be  satisfactory  for 
the  needs  of  this  area.  No  complaints  were  received. 

Leitholm.  A scheme  has  been  prepared  but  the  work 
has  been  delayed  until  it  is  definitely  known  if  current 
for  pumping  is  to  be  available  from  the  Southern  Electricity 
Grid  Supply.  It  has  also  been  decided  to  form  a Special 
Drainage  Area  and  have  the  two  schemes  carried  out 
simultaneously. 

Longformacus.  Work  is  now  in  piogress  on  a scheme 
of  augmentation  for  this  village. 

Earlston.  Tenders  have  now  been  received  and  work 
in  comiection  with  this  contract  will  be  commenced  early 
in  the  ensumg  year. 

Gordon.  The  supply  to  this  village  is  now  ample  for  '' 
all  domestic  purposes.  Gordon  Hospital  and  subjects  east 
of  the  village  at  times  experience  a shortage.  This  appears 
to  be  due  to  air  locking  or  to  a moving  object  inside  the 
branch  main. 

Other  Special  Supply  Districts  appear  to  be  satis- 
factory. 


A Kegional  Scheme  for  the  Comity  and  also  a minor 
scheme  from  the  Fangrist  to  supply  the  Merse  Ai'ea  were 
consideied.  Both  were  discarded  owing  to  excessive  costs. 

Hume  area  in  which  there  is  at  least  20  .small  holdmgs, 
agaui  experienced  a shortage  at  several  ])laces.  These 
holdings  are  at  a level  which  I'enders  a gravitation  supply 
very  un.stable,  and  some  time  ago  the  po.ssibility  of  a dee]) 
bore  supply  was  under  consideration  by  the  Department  of 
Agricidture.  The  fact  that  the.se  jilaces  should  at  all 
times  have  an  abundant  supfily  is  only  too  evident  and 
repre.sentation  has  again  been  made  to  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  to  reconsider  this  matter,  but  .so  far  no  further 
information  is  available. 

A supply  of  water  has  now  been  made  available  for 
the  cottages  at  Bankhead  Farm,  and  laid  on  to  the  houses. 
It  is  not  yet  definite  whether  this  sujiply  will  be  sufiicient 
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for  flush  closets.  These  have  accordingly  not  been  installed 
until  a sufficiency  of  supply  is  assured. 

Nisbet  Hill  Farm  and  cottages  are  still  without  a 
sufficient  water  supply.  Notices  were  served  and  po.ssible 
sources  pointed  out  where  a supply  would  be  available, 
but,  despite  the  various  efforts  made,  no  definite  scheme 
has  yet  been  put  forward. 

At  Hassington  East  Mains  a site  for  a well  has  been 
located,  but  meantime  no  action  has  been  taken. 

Swinton.  -The  supply  to  this  village  is  from  wells 
which  in  several  instances  are  not  in  satisfactory  positions. 
The  possibility  of  a supply  from  the  Swinton  Quarries, 
which  are  situated  about  1^  miles  east  of  the  \flllage,  was 
considered.  A scheme  might  be  clone  at  a cost  of  approx- 
imately £1,800.  In  addition,  there  woidd  be  pumping 
costs,  management,  etc.,  and  general  maintenance  neces- 
sitathig  a rate  for  water  alone  of  at  least  4/-.  Fiuther, 
there  would  be  the  cost  of  a drainage  scheme.  For  an  area 
such  as  this,  an  expense  of  such  magnitude  would  not  be 
jjossible. 


DRAINAGE. 

Special  Drainage  Districts  m the  County  are  : — East 
District  : Ayton,  Burnmouth,  Cliirnside,  Cockburnspath, 
Coldingham,  St.  Abbs  and  Reston  ; Middle  District  : Lang- 
ton,  Longformacus  and  Swinton  ; West  District  : Earlston, 
Cordon  and  Oxton. 


Coldingham.  A survey  was  made  of  a proposed  new 
outfall  sewer  at  Coldingham  Sands,  and  a specification  was 
pre]iared.  A satisfactory  tender  was  received,  but  owing 
to  difficulties  over  wayleave  and  allocation  of  cost  of  the 
work  it  has  not  yet  been  proceeded  with.  The  present 
outlall  was  (piite  .satisfactory  during  the  summer  and  no 
complaints  wei’e  received. 

Reston. — Messrs,  (’rouch  & Hogg  reported  on  a 
tlrainage  scheme  for  this  village,  but  owing  to  excessive 
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costs  it  has  not  yet  been  commenced.  An  endeavour  is  to 
be  made  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the  scheme. 

Longformacus.  AVork  in  connection  with  the  drainage 
scheme  for  this  village  is  well  in  hand  and  shoidd  be  com- 
pleted early  in  the  ensuing  year. 

Leitholm.  -This  village  is  to  be  formed  into  a Special 
Di.strict.  Aleantime,  a scheme  is  bemg  prepared  and  will 
be  worked  in  conjunction  with  the  water. 

Swinton.  No  progress  can  be  reported  on  conditions 
at  this  vdlage.  Until  a proper  water  supply  is  available 
the  drainage  scheme  will  be  held  in  abeyance. 

Greenlaw.  A scheme  has  been  prepared  for  sewering 
the  \\  ester  Kow  and  should  be  in  operation  during  the 
ensuing  year. 

Westruther.  Some  time  ago  a scheme  for  draining 
tliis  \dllage  was  prepared  and  tenders  taken,  the  cost  to  be 
borne  proportionately  by  the  various  owners.  An  amicable 
arrangement  to  meet  the  expenses  could  not  be  arranged 
and  the  formation  of  a Special  Drainage  District  has  been 
decidefl  on. 

Othei'  S])ecial  Districts  have  been  effectively  managed. 
No  com}>laints  have  been  received. 

Cove,  A considerable  number  of  the  houses  in  this 
village  have  been  sold,  and  the  owners  are  installing  sanitary 
conveniences  including  cesspools.  It  is  now  evident  that 
a village  sewer  is  rerpiired. 


CLEANSING. 

Sjjecial  Cleansing  Districts  in  the  County  are  : East 

District  : Ayton,  Chirn.side,  Cockburnspath,  (V)ldingham, 
Iteston  and  St.  Abbs;  Middle  District  : Creenlaw,  Langton 
and  Leitholm  ; West  District  : Earlston  and  Oxton. 

There  are  now  eleven  Special  Distiicts  within  the 
County,  one  new  District  having  been  foinied  during  the 
year. 
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A site  has  now  been  made  available  for  Reston  Village. 
This  is  a waste  piece  of  ground  near  Heughhead  Smithy. 
No  systematic  collection  has  yet  been  commenced. 

Gordon  Village  is  to  be  formed  into  a Special  District. 
A very  suitable  dumping  area  outside  the  village  is  available. 

Other  Districts  have  all  a proper  system  of  collection 
and  are  effectively  managed. 

Ai-eas  where  collection  of  refuse  is  required  or  at  which 
coups  are  not  readily  available  are  : — Svdnton,  Burnmouth, 
Birgham  and  Grantshouse. 


NUISANCES. 

Fifty-six  nuisances  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 
These  related  to  choked  drains,  offensive  overflows  from 
cesspools,  accumulation  of  slaughterhouse  garbage,  foul 
ditches  and  ashpits,  state  of  dung  steads,  etc.  In  all  cases 
nuisances  were  abated.

Unring  the  year  20  cows  were  turned  down  by  the 
Veterinary  Inspectors  under  the  above  Order.  In  regard 
to  the  premises,  five  were  from  registered  dairies  and  ten 
from  exempted  premises.  In  each  case  inspection  was 
made  of  the  dairy  premises  and  also  particulars  ascertained 
of  milk  distribution. 

Where  possible  post  mortem  examinations  were 
carried  out  and  the  results  of  these  revealed  except  in  two 
instances  advanced  tuberculosis.

BURIAL  GROUNDS. 

No  insanitary  conditions  came  under  notice.  Laud 
has  now  been  acijuired  for  new  Burial  (Jrounds  at  (Jonlon 
and  Whitsome,  and  plans  of  lay-out  are  being  prepared. 
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DAIRIES. 

The  registered  dairies  in  the  County  number  1 1 1 and 
the  number  of  cows  at  last  inspection  was  812. 

Routine  inspection  was  carried  out  and  on  these 
occasions  premises  have  as  a general  rule  been  found  in  a 
good  state  of  cleanliness  and  cows  clean  and  well  groomed. 
Only  in  a few  instances  was  verbal  intimation  given  to  have 
walls,  etc.,  cleaned  dovm  and  hmewashed. 

There  are  still  several  premises  which  are  not  strictly 
up  to  modern  standards,  milk  houses  being  badly  situated, 
also  other  structural  defects  in  byres,  but  in  view  of  the 
very  small  amount  of  millc  retailed  from  these  premises 
and  the  fact  that  cleanliness  of  premises  and  handling  of 
milk  is  at  least  of  an  average  standard,  no  drastic  action 
has  meantime  been  taken. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION  ORDER). 

Only  two  premises — Bogend,  Duns,  and  Renton  Home 
Farm,  Grantshouse,  are  licensed  for  the  production  and 
sale  of  certified  milk. 

Conditions  prevailing  are  at  all  times  satisfactory. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT, 

1928. 

Under  the  above  Act  38  samples  were  purchased  and 
submitted  to  the  County  Analyst.  There  were  26  official 
samples  and  12  test  samples.  The  number  of  samples 
found  to  be  adulterated  was  four. 

MILK. 

The  number  of  milk  samples  procured  was  16,  six  of 
which  were  test  samples.  The  average  amount  of  milk  fat 
in  all  statutory  samples  was  3.65  per  cent.,  which  is  con- 
siderably liigher  than  the  presumptive  standard  of  3 per 
cent.  In  instances  fat  was  as  high  as  4.17,  4.07  and  3.80 
per  cent.  In  no  instances  did  the  percentage  of  milk  fat 
ia*uiy  of  the  samples  fall  below  3.12  per  cent. 


In  respect  of  six  test  samples,  only  one  was  not  up  to 
legal  standard.  It  showed  a fat  abstraction  of  11  per  cent., 
but  on  taking  an  official  sample  it  was  I'eported  by  the 
Analyst  as  genuine.

1._C0ND1T10N  AND  CLEANLINESS  OF  CATTLE. 

The  cattle  throughout  the  area  were,  as  a rule,  in 
capital  condition.  While  there  was  room  for  improvement 
^vith  regard  to  cleanhness,  a good  general  standard  was 
maintained  with  more  attention  to  grooming  between 
milkmg  hours,  and  the  cows’  udders  and  milkers’  hands. 

(a)  Nature  of  fodder  and  diet  as  affecting  quality  of  Milk. 

The  cows  were  well  fed  and  produced  milk  of  good 
quality.  The  fodder  during  summer  consisted,  as  usual,  of 
grass  and  occasionally  cut  green  crops — in  winter,  hay  and 
or  oat  straw.  Heavy  milkers  and  most  recorded  cows 
received  hay  only,  as  winter  fodder.  The  diet  varied 
according  to  season,  milk  yield,  market  prices,  etc.,  the 
favourite  concentrates  being  bruised  oats,  various  cakes, 
flaked  maize  and  to  a less  extent,  dried  grains.  Kale  and 
beet  pulp  have  been  fed  to  cows  m mcreasing  quantities  to 
replace  or  supplement  turnips  ; and  less  bean  meal  and  bran 
have  been  used.  More  producers  have  added  mineral 
salts  to  the  ration  with  advantage.

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(c)  Disposal  of  Milk  from  Diseased  Cows. 

In  no  known  case  lias  sndi  milk  been  sold  to  the  public. 
The  diseased  or  suspected  cow  was  isolated,  if  possible, 
milked  last,  some  disinfectant  was  used  and  the  milk  was 
discarded.  Sometimes  the  milk  was  fed  to  calves,  ])igs  or 
poultry  —boiled  or  raw  according  to  the  nature  of  the  case. 

2.— [XSPECTION  OF  CATTLIv 

Three  routine  inspections  of  registered  and  two  of 
non-registered  premises  were  made  with  extra  visits  as 
required.  All  cows  were  clinically  examined,  with  special 
reference  to  their  udders.  In  all,  there  were  visited  190 
premises,  and  the  routine  inspections  numbered  432.  The

The  ])roduction  of  tubercle  free  milk  by  the  Small- 
holder is  a problem  yet  to  be  solved  ; and  about  80  pei'  cent, 
of  the  registered  dairymen  in  tlie  area  belong  to  tins  class, 
many  of  them  Small-holders.  Several  herds  were  tested 
with  tuberculin  for  the  first  time,  f)thers  were  re-tested  but 
no  further  advance  has  proved  possible  under  presetit 
conditions.  Btdidings  for  the  ternpora-iy  housing  of  reactors 
(unless  these  are  sold  immediately  at  a lo.ss)  were  non- 
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existent,  expensive  equipment  had  to  be  installeri,  and 
sound  stock  purchased  from  tested  herds.  Compared  with 
these  outlays,  tuberculin  testing  was  a small  item.  And 
all  the  initial  cost  must  be  met  by  the  producer.  The  only 
financial  assistance  available  (provided  he  applies  for 
Attestation)  is  limited  to  free  tuberculin  testing  after  he 
has  leduced  the  number  of  reactors  in  the  herd  to  10  per 
cent.,  or  thereby.  Another  difficulty  has  arisen,  i.e.,  the 
cooling  of  graded  milk  to  50°  F.  in  the  new  Order — a stumb- 
ling block  to  all  producers. 

Nevertheless,  dairymen  have  been  reminded  of  the 
inducement  to  free  their  herds,  including,  inter  alia  {a) 
the  abolition  of  licence  fee  for  Graded  Herds  ; (6)  bonus  of 
Id.  per  gallon  under  Amended  Attested  Herds  Scheme  and 
(c)  the  fact  that  tubercle  free  herds  enjoy  better  health  and 
the  milk  yield  is  more  regular  and  satisfactory. 

I beg  respectfully  to  suggest  a conference  of  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Local  Authority  officials  to  discuss  the 
whole  pi'oblem  with  s]3ecial  reference  to  the  small  producer.

l._CONDITION  AND  CLEANLINESS  OF  CATTLE. 

The  general  condition  of  the  coavs  is,  almost  without 
exception,  excellent.  They  are  well  fed.  The  cleanliness 
of  the  animals,  on  the  whole,  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired. 

(а)  Nature  of  fodder  and  diet  as  affecting  quality  of  Milk. 

In  summer  this  is  grass  sometimes  supplemented  with 
cake  and  corn.  In  winter,  when  the  cows  are  housed,  the 
maintenance  ration  consists  principally  of  hay  and  turnips, 
while  the  foods  which  make  up  the  production  ration  are 
usually  oats,  bran,  cotton  cake,  linseed  cake  and  various 
compound  cakes  such  as  Bibby’s  and  Silcock’s. 

(б)  Number  of  diseased  Cows  found — specify  diseases. 

Mastitis  is  still  the  disease  Avhich  primarily  affects  the 
milk  supply  in  its  various  forms  and  a dozen  such  cases 
were  encoimtered  during  the  year.  Six  cases  of  indurated 
udder  aiid  abscess  of  the  udder  came  under  observation. 
Other  cases  in  which  the  milk  was  affected  were  retained 
placenta  and  septic  and  febrile  conditions. 

(c)  Disposal  of  Milk  from  diseased  Cows. 

The  mastitis  cases  were  isolated  and  the  milk  from 
affected  quarters  carefully  disposed  of  ; such  milk  naturally 
is  not  sold  for  human  consumption.  The  indurated  udder 
and  udder  abscess  cases  were  treated  and  sold  fat.  The 
retained  placenta  and  allied  febrile  conditions  were  isolated 
and  treated  until  healthy  and  normal  again.
